The majority of these parking tickets have been given 
for failure to have parking stickers on the cars or not hav- 


ing them in plain sight. Every car 
on campus must have a parking 
sticker, with the exception of visi- 
tors. As yet no specific area has 
been reserved for visitor parking. 
If any student does not yet have 
a parking sticker they can pur- 
chase one in the Snack Bar for 25 
* cents. All stickers must be pasted 
, on the lower right hand corner of 
the windshield. If the sticker is not 
in the precise spot a ticket will be 
issued. 

According to Garcia the $1.00 
parking fines are payable in G71 
within three school days after the 
date of issue. Any student who 
feels he has been unjustly treat- 
ed, may present a petition to that 
effect imstead of paying a fine. 
He must then appear for a hear- 
ing before the parking committee 
at their regular meeting. |

every 2nd and 4th Tuesday at 
lp.m.in room A2 to review 
cases. Any change in meeting 
time or place will be announced 
in the El Dario. 


If the violator does not pay his 
fine or present a ‘petition within 
the time limit, the fine will be in- 
creased to $3.00. If this increased 
fine is not paid wtihin one school 
week, the violator will not be per- 
mitted to attend classes until his 
fine is cleared.
